Several adjoining

being felt a mile away. The buildings in 
the immediate vicinity were bombarded 
with flying bricks and limbers, and nearly 
every pane of window-glass within a ra- 
dius of six blocks was badly srrashed. 
Almost before the rumble of the explosion 
died away, flames sprang up from the 
wrecked null, and the whole place was 
abta/.c in a few minutes. The tire spread 
with incredible rapidity, and when the 
first fin- companies reached the scene 
they found a block of roaring flames to 
contend with. A general alarm was at 
once turned in.

LATER. 


About half-past ten o'clock yesterday 


morning the excavating1 party discovered 
the body of a man which was supposed to 
be that of Engineer Miller. The corpse was 
Eound on the north driveway of the mill, 
and was covered with about three feet of 
debris. The lower part of the body was 
covered with bruises aart burns, aud the 
E;w.-e was managed so that it could not be 
reco^nizr-ul. 
The unfortunate man had 


evidently been blown from the engine- 
room, clear to the driveway. The boilers 
have been uncovered and are intact, whit-h 
disposes of the theory that they had explod- 
ed. The puiif-e say there is no evidence of 
the use of dyurxmite, and it is now con- 
sidered certain that mill dust vras the ma- 
terial exploded. 


All th* buildings were 
(Uan:iqpi?d to 


some extent. A wa^on factory adjoining 
the mill was crushed beneath the falling 
walls. 
The windows and donrs were 


blown out of a bakery and asaloun across 
the street. A lar^e brick building at the 
corner of Green and Fulton streets, a 
block distant, occupied by the Chicago 
White Lead Company, was badly shaken, 
and many barn-^. sheds and houses near 
the mill had roofs caved iu by falling 
masses of bricks and iron. For blocks 
around in all directions window glass 
was shivered into atoms. A large new 
unoccupied building over a block south of 
the mill, erected for the use of manufac- 
turing 
companies and furnished with 


windows ten by fifteen feet in siz«, was 
terribly shaken. The lowerwindows, cas- 
ings anil all, were thrown upon the side- 
walk by the recoil from the explosion. 
Panes of glass on the third, fourth and 
fifth stories were cracked and broken. 
The noise made by the explosion was so 
great that people a milt: away were awak- 
ened and ran out upon the street in their 
night clothes. At the Desplaines Street 
Station, three blocks away, the sleeping 
officers were all awakened aud one of 
them WLLS thrown from his bed. An iron 
bunk was overturned.

He Discusses Bis "High Art" and •!*»» 


Some Experiences. 


A rope walker is like a poet, born and 


not made. 
I myself began to toddle 


along a rope when I was only 4 years old, 
and in my 8th year I gave a special ex- 
aibition on the high rope before the king 
at Turin. It is a usuaf thing, no doubt, 
for the apprentices in a circus to be 
;aught rope walking among their other 
lessons, but only a few of them ever get 
Beyond the rudiments of the art. The 
usual s) «tem of teaching is to make the 
pupil walk along a narrow board the 
width of wliich is daily decreased until 
it is barely thicker than an ordinary 
rope. Posturing and the assumption of 
graceful attitudes are taught in this 
manner, and finally the pupil is intro- 
duced to the ropp itself. 


Tlie apparatus which a leading rope 


walker tiaes appears in tho public eyes to 
be simple enough, but in reality it has to 
be constructed and arranged with the 
greatest of care. The rope I generally use 
is found with a flexible core of steel wire 
covered with the best Manilla hemp, and 
is about an inch and three-quarters in 
diameter. It is several hundred yards 
in length, and the cost may be §500'. The 
rope is coiled from either end on two 
large windlasses, and when suppoiied by

FROM START TO FINISH. 


The materials of which

made are linen, muslin, "backing," a 
coarse linen used in lining the bosom, 
percales, calicoes, flannels and P. K.'s, a 
species of worked bosom. In the large 
shirt factories, where the team system is 
practiced, the beginning of the work is 
the cutting. The material is laid out on

Nowadays I never practice, and even 


my most difficult tricks, such as turning 
a somersault over a chair placed in the 
middle of the rope and landing with my 
feet on the other side of it, are usually 
performed without premeditation, just as 
the whim seizes me. This enables me 
without effort to vary my programmes at 
every performance, and prevents them 
from becoming monotonous to me. I 
could remain a year or even longer with- 
out ever setting foot on a rope and then 
go on ar.J tread it as safely as though I 
had been in constant practice. 


If I myself do not feel nervous, I am 


afraid the many persons I have carried 
on my back across the rope have felt a 
trifle perturbed, save- when they have 
been professional assistants. In reality 
there is nothing in the world for them to 
be afraid of. All they liave to do is to 
sit perfectly still, refrain from clutching 
me too tightly around the neck, ana 
leave the rest to me. When 1 am carry- 
ing any one over for the flrst time 1 chat 
to him continuously on any indifferent 
subjects I can think about, and try in 
this manner to relieve his anxiety, and I 
always caution him against looking 
downward when in mid air. Somehow, 
though, he never seems quite happy, and 
I always detect a gasp of relief when the 
end of the rope and the platform are 
reached. More than once the v ictim has 
devoutly exclaimed: "Never againl" 


My well known trip over Niagara falls 


was doubtless productive of nervousness 
to those gentlemen whom I carried over 
on my back, and for myself it was one 
of the experiences of my life. I was 
elevated eoine 150 feet above the torrent, 
and had to walk a distance of nearly 1,200 
feet. The rope itself was unlike that 
wliich I use at the present time. It was 
formed entirely of hemp, and was about 
three inches in thickness, and its adjust- 
ment in place was, in its way, quite an 
engineering feat. The rope cost several 
thousand dollars, and remained in posi- 
tion for nearly two years. I have walked 
across enveloped in a sack made of 
blankets, have wheeled a barrow across, 
turned somersaults, cooked a dinner, and, 
as I have saicl.cairied a man over on my 
back. It is doubtful whether I shall ever 
repeat this performance.—New York 
Star..

I hear from Rome that the German

parts to different girls—the bosoms to 
one who returns this part complete, the 
sleeve 
to another, the neck or collar 


bands to another, and the cuffs or 
wristbands to another. In preparing the 
bosoms, the pleats are folded by small 
girls with steel patterns the size of the 
plait required; from these girls it goes to 
the operator and then to the examiner, 
after which it is taken to a machine 
where the neck receives the proper 
slope, and now it is ready for the body 
of the shirt. In the meantime the body 
of the shirt has been making tho rounds 
from the first girl who hems it to an- 
other who attends to tho facings, and it 
ia now ready for the bosom to be run on 
rough, from here another hand who 
Btitches it down solid. The front and 
back are now joined by the other girl, 
and together they move on to the next 
place where the collar bands are put on. 
By this time the sleeves are ready and 
they are put in place. 


Now the shirt is hemmed, and then it 


is taken hold of by another girl who is a 
"feller," and when her work ib done the 
garment is ready for the finisher. This 
means placing the gussets, cutting and 
sewing the button holes and putting on 
the buttons, by which time it is ready 
for the laundry. 


In this city ninety-five firms and indi- 


vidual employers are in tlie business. 
Most of these places are custom stores 
and employ but few people, but a num- 
ber of them are extensive factories, and 
the capacity of a few Is as high aa 150 
dozen shirta a day. So far as the manu- 
facturer is concerned the business of 
shirt making has, during the past few 
years, not only held its own in this city, 
but it has received the benefit of the 
natural 
increase that comes to all 


branches of business, but fashion, during 
the past two years, has decreed that the 
wliite should, in a measure, give way to 
other colors and texture, and, as these 
are nearly all made outside of the city, 
the introduction of the flannel shirt has 
been a severe blow to tho o|>erators.

The average day's work is nine hours, 


and there lias been no material change in 
the wages for some years. In a few of 
the places tlie work is steady, and-in such 
factories the wages are a trifle higher 
than those given above. With the ex- 
ception of tho marking, cutting and 
what is called the hand finishing, the 
work is all done by machinery. 
There is 


no apprentice system in any branch of 
the business except the cutting. When 
a girl begins wort at this business she is 
paid from tho beginning for what she 
docs, but the machine she iu,es t>he must 
either rent or buy outright. 


There ib in Rome of these factories con- 


siderable child labor utilized, particularly 
in the department where the l>OM>ms aro 
made. The finer grades of this work are 
finished by hand, and while those who do 
this work are the real practical workers 
of the trade, it may be seen that their 
average earnings are much lower than 
those of any other branch. The reason 
of this is that large quantities of the 
work are sent to the House of tbe Good 
Shepherd, the Hohine home and other- re- 
formatory institutions, where it Ls done 
for much le»s money than ia paid outside 
of those places.—Philadelphia Call.

After the Cbair, What? 


It is pretty early to speak of it, but the 


Globe-Democrat 
surmises that Reed, 


McKinley, Cannon and Burrows, who are 
seeking the speakership of the 
next 


house of representatives, have ulterior 
designs on the Presidency, and that 
paper recalls the fact that of the thirty 
different 
men who have occupied the 


chair during the fifty congresses of the 
past, only one—James K. Folk-lived to 
reach the Presidential chair. All of the 
thirty were eminent in their day, and 
among them Clay, Bell, 
Colfax and 


Elaine in later days came near the great 
goal of their ambition, but only to fail. 
There seems to hav» been a sort of fatal- 
ity in the speaker's gavel, a "hoodoo," so 
speak, in the occupancy of the chair. It 
may be that the very opportunities of 
the position are inseparably cjnnected 
with the jealousies and animosities which 
have served to blast so many otherwise 
promising Presidential possibilities. And 
it is unfortunate, too, that the promi- 
nence given to the speakership of our 
House of Commons should be seized 
upon by the public as an evidence of the 
fact that the speaker has n White House 
bee in his bonnet, since the mere men- 
tion of such a suspicion is enough to 
transform every other victim of a sim- 
ilar delusion into the most implacable of 
foes. There is a gcod deal of jealousy 
in human nature, and there is a good deal 
of human nature even in congressmen. 
However, as the Globe-Democrat re- 
marks, "the eminent gentlemen who ore 
about to begin their canvass for the 
speakership will not be deterred in their 
endeavors by the pranks which 
fate 


played with those who reached that ela- 
tion and attempted to go higher." As 
Polk "broke the record," each of them 
will doubtless indulge the hope that he 
may be a second Polk, And even if the 
.•ecord had never been broken, who shall 
blame them for entertaining the ambi- 
tion 
nay the solemn intention to be 


the first m.-n in a century to root up 
and destroy that senseless superstition?

THE trade m Christmas trees and 


greens grows larger year by year. Thirty I 
years ago a Christmas tree was seldom , 
seen, except in some homes of the richest ; 
class, and the adornment of churches for j 
the festival season was confined to the 
Catholic and Episcopalian denominations. 
But the immense increase of our German 
population has popularized the Christ- 
mas tree throughout the length and 
breadth of the land and, with tho waning 
of old puritan ideas, the decoration of 
churches of all denominations has become 
customary. The extent to which mater- 
ials for these purposes are now required is 
shown by the fact that a single dealer in 
New England last year dieposed of 10,- 
000 Christmas trees, 25,000 yards of 
wreathing, 800 barrels of evergreen spray. 
The smallest trees that are sold bring on 
the ground 10 cents apiece, while the 
largest—twenty-five to thirty feet 
in 


height-bring from §4 to JR. 


THE proposition to dig a canal (or the 


purpose of draining the three townships 
of Tnscola, Arcola and Bowdre in Dong- 
las county is arousing great opposition 
among the farmers in the territory affect- 
ed. The proposed canal, which is to re- 
claim something like 100,000 acres of 
land, will be fourteen miles in length, and 
the opposition to it is based npon the 
expense, which is expected to amount to 
as much as 815 per acre on some of the 
lands. This i° more than the farmers 
can stand, and it is prophesied that il>- 
effect of it will be to throw a large num- 
ber of farms upon the market, to be sold 
at a sacrifice. The plan is to begin work 
on the canal in the spring, and the oppo- 
sition promises to make no end of litiga- 
gation and create much bad feeling.
